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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 3 and 1 1 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on March 8, 2005. 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of species I (figures 1-3) in the reply filed on 
March 8, 2005 is acknowledged. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 7 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 7, "the 
blade" lacks proper antecedent basis. In claim 17, the term "soul" should be changed to 
"sole". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The scope of claims 5 and 9 are indefinite because the boot sole, which has not 
been properly claimed in combination, is defining the braking device. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1,2,4-10,12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by US 5501561 (Wulff). 

Wulff teaches a boot and a device (several embodiments having structure as 
claimed are shown) having structure substantially as claimed including the device 
having a base (66) having a planar top surface (see figure 9), a rotatable, U-shaped, 
braking member (62) including an indexing means (several different means of indexing 
the blade are shown - see elements 48,467a,46b; 54), a blade (the end of member 62), 
and rotational limit stops (50,52). Figure 9 shows the braking surface of the braking 
member extending below the plane of the boot sole. The braking member is rotatable 
and forms an acute angle with the boot of the sole in the range as claimed. 

All of the functional claim language and statements of intended use do not make 
an otherwise unpatentable claim patentable. It is believed to be well settled that 
"recitation with respect to manner in which claimed apparatus is intended to be 
employed does not differentiate claimed apparatus from prior art apparatus satisfying 
structural limitations of that claimed" Ex parte Masham 2 USPQ2nd 1647. Also see Ex 
parte Casey 152 USPQ 235. The law of anticipation does not require that an 
anticipatory reference teach what the applicant is claiming or has disclosed, but only 
that the claims "read on" something disclosed in the reference, i.e., all limitations of the 
claim are found in the reference. See Kalman v. Kimberly Clark Corp., 713 F.2d 760, 
218 USPQ 871 (Fed Cir. 1983). Furthermore, it is only necessary that the reference 
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include structure capable of performing the recited function in order to meet the 
functional limitations of a claim. See In re Mott, 557 F.2d 266, 194 USPQ 305 (CCPA 
1977). Since the reference device has all of the same structural elements, as noted 
above, it would clearly seem to be inherently capable of performing the functions as 
claimed.
